241 NEW NOBLES CREATED 
DECEMBER 30th 


AT a special meeting of Aleppo Temple 

held in Mechanics Building, Boston, 
Saturday, December 30, 1944, 241 peti- 
tions for membership in Aleppo Temple 
were acted uvon resulting in the election 
of a class of a similar number to member- 
ship. 

This special meeting which was held in 
Paul Revere Hall was for the purvose of 
obligating any eligible vrospects to mem- 
bership before the advance in fee on Janu- 
ary 1, 1945. 

Among the notable candidates who wit- 
nessed the Shrine ritual work as portrayed 
by the Aleppo Temple Ritualistic Team 
were: Most Worshipful Arthur W. Cool- 
idge, President of the Massachusetts State 
Senate and Grand Master of Masons in 
Massachusetts in the year 1944; Right 
Worshipful Stanley W. Wilson, Present 
Deputy Grand Master of Masons in 
Massachusetts and Right Worshipful 
Whitfield W. Johnson, Grand Marshal and 
Judge Advocate of the Grand Lodge of 
Masons and Em. Commander of St. 
Bernard Commandery. These newly 
created Shriners were introduced to the 
Nobles and the large class of candidates 
present by Potentate Lombard and were 
very enthusiastically received by the 
Nobility. 

Previous to the ritualistic work, Poten- 
tate Lombard also introduced one of the 
candidates of the afternoon, Noble Wal- 
lace E. MacQuarrie, who was a patient in 
the Shriners Hospital at Springfield 17 
years ago. Noble MacQuarrie is now As- 
sistant Supervisor of Personnel in a large 
electrical plant in Danvers. He told the 
Nobles what the Shrine Hospital had done 
for him through the alleviation if his 
crippled condition. He said that following 
his release from the Shrine Hospital he en- 
tered college and while there played base- 
ball and football. The Nobles present 
were deeply stirred by Noble M acQuarrie’s 
story and very happy to have, as a mem- 
ber of Aleppo Temple, a former child from 
our own Shrine Hospital. 

Any Shriner who could hear this former 
patient's story would have little doubt in 
his mind of the wonderful work being car- 
ried on by these nationally known Shrine 
Hospitals which were built and have been 
supported for the past 22 years mainly 
through the annual $2.00 contribution of 
all Shriners. 


ANNUAL MEETING FRIDAY, JAN. 26th (GENE 


1944 BANNER YEAR 


AFTER taking a look at the annual 

reports of Aleppo Temple for the year 
1944, the Nobility will be very pleased to 
find that a banner year has just been en- 
joyed and Potentate Willard P. Lombard 
will be recorded in the history of the 
Temple as a most energetic and popular 
Potentate. 

A truly noble Shriner, Illustrious Noble 
Lombard entered his year with a desire to 
create 1,000 new Shriners during his year 
as Potentate. His principle reason for 
wishing to create this number of candi- 
dates was for the express purpose of put- 
ting Aleppo Temple’s total membership 
over the 10,000 mark where it has not been 
for several years. 

The membership figures released De- 
cember 30, 1944, by the Recorder, show 
that Potentate Lombard achieved his am- 
bition, with plenty to spare, there having 
been 1,212 candidates created in Aleppo 
during 1944, a record which goes back 23 
years to 1921. The membership of Aleppo 
as of December 30, 1944 was 10,393. 


Potentate Lombard also set a 23-year 


record for the number of Nobles created at 
one Ceremonial. At the November, 1944, 
meeting, 431 candidates were created, 
which is the largest single class since Aug- 
ust, 1921. The membership report also 
shows a net gain of 982 for the year, which 
is the largest net gain the Temple has en- 
joyed for nearly 25 years. 

The financial report of the Recorder, 
which will be distributed in printed form at 
the annual meeting on January 26th, also 
gives conclusive evidence that the Temple 
is operating a big business in view of the 
fact that the gross receipts of the Temple 
during the year 1944, were over $188,000. 

The detail work connected with the 
operation of a fraternal organization the 
size of Aleppo is astounding and can only 
be realized by those close to the situation. 

Our Illustrious Potentate has every rea- 
son to be proud of his term of office during 
the year 1944, in which time he showed 
rare judgment in the operation of Shrine- 
dom’s fourth largest Temple.

MASTER OF MASONS

held in Masonic Temple, Boston, Wednes- 
day, December 13th, Most Worshipful 
Samuel H. Wragg, a member of Aleppo 
Temple was elected to the exalted office of 
Grand Master of Masons in Massachu- 
setts. Most Worshipful Brother Wragg 
succeeds the Most Worshipful Arthur W. 
Coolidge who served as Grand Master dur- 
ing the year 1944 and who was one of the 
241 candidates for membership in Aleppo 
Temple in the last December class. 

The new Grand Master is a former 
President of the Massachusetts State 
Senate and the present Sheriff of Norfolk 
County. He was installed in office Fri- 
day, December 27th. Noble Wragg is a 
Past Master of Norfolk Lodge A.F. & 


A.M., a Past District Deputy Grand 
Master of the Brighton 5th Masonic Dis- 
trict and a Past Worshipful Deputy Grand 
Master. 

Other officers of the Grand Lodge 
elected to serve the coming year were: 
Cyril W. Downes of Wellfleet, senior 
grand warden; James F. Watson of Great 
Barrington, junior grand warden; Fred- 
erick W. Hale of Somerville, grand treas- 
urer; and Frank H. Hilton of Belmont, 
grand secretary.

HOSPITAL ENDOWMENT FUND 
MEMBERSHIP SALES TRIPLED 
IN 1944 


HE proof of the interest by the Nobles 

of Aleppo in the Shriners’ Hospitals for 
Crippled Children can be found in the re- 
port on the sales of the $60.00 Hospital 
Permanent Endowment Fund Member- 
ships in the past year. 

On January 1, 1944, there were 291 of 
these memberships in Aleppo. Through 
concerted effort and a drive for member- 
ships which started late in the vear, this 
number was boosted to 900 as of Decem- 
ber 30, 1944. This means that the sales 


through Aleppo were tripled last year with 


nearly one half of the entire year’s mem- 
berships in the Hospital being sold in 
December. 


One interesting feature of this drive will 
be found in the annual financial report of 
the Recorder’s office which shows that 247 
of these Hospital Endowment Member- 
ships were sold during the month of De- 
cember alone.

POTENTATES OF ALEPPO TEMPLE 


CHECK up of the records of Aleppo 

Temple revealed some very interesting 
information in connection with the Nobles 
who have served Aleppo as its Illustrious 
Potentate since the Temple was inaugu- 
rated in 1882.

The record of service among these Com- 
mandery members shows that the 3 Po- 
tentates who came to Aleppo from St. 
Omer Commandery served 23 years as 
Potentate and the 9 Sir Knights from Bos- 
ton Commandery served as Illustrious Po- 
tentate of Aleppo Temple for 19 years. 
The record also shows that 20 of the Past 
Potentates were members of Massachu- 
setts Consistory.

EARLY 6,000 members of Aleppo
